Notes on Chaleidoidea. V. 


A revision of the genus Lycisca Spin. and 
description of some new genera and species

Lycisca was created by Spinola 1840 with the genotype Lycisca 
raptoria (Monobasic). After this time have new species been added 
to the genus Lycisca Spin. by Westwood (1841 and 1874). Walker 
(1862), Guérin (1845). Philippi (1871), Strand (1911). Roman 
(1919). Russo (1938—39) and Risbec (1952 and 1955). Only Ro- 
man (1919) has done a critical investigation of Lycisca Spin. and 
pointed out that some of Strand's species was so called *colour spe- 
cies". Recent species described by Russo (1938—39) and Risbec 
(1952) has been by Heqvist (1957) transfered to the genus Hey- 
denia Forst. Following species have been described as belonging to 
Lycisca Spin.:

Head more or less semiglobular. Eyes hairy, large. Antenna 
11-jointed (11171) inserted immediately below ventral edge of 
eyes, Rhinaria of the funicle joints scattered over the whole joints. 
Antennal furrows distinct and deep. Both right and left mandible 
with 3 teeth (fig. 3 n). Clypeus (fig. 1 v) with the anterior margin 
sinuous. Malar space more than half breadth of the eye. Gena 
and temple more or less swollen. Ocelli in an equilateral triangle. 
Pronotum longer or as long as wide. Notaulices complete. Scutel- 
lum flat. Propodeum moderately large and not steeply declined, 
median carina more or less complete instead of plica lateralis 
there is a sulcus and callus has fimbriae. Spiracles oval, near the 
hind margin of metanotum. Abdomen long and more or less con- 
tracted with the first segment smooth. Legs stout, fore femora very 
swollen (fig. 1 u) and with a tooth distally placed on the ventral 
side. Fore tibia (fig. 1 u) depressed and broadest in the middel. 
Hindtibia has 2 spurs. Fore wings with postmarginalis longer than 
marginalis and short stigmalis. The wings hairy without speculum. 


Genotype: L. raptoria Spin. (Monobasic) 


The genus Lycisca Spin. belong to a group of genera which have 
antennae 11-jointed (11171), mandibles both left and right with 
3 teeth, notaulices complete, fore femora swollen with a tooth 
more or less distinct distally on the ventral side and 2 spurs in 
hind tibia. Following genera belong to this group:

Until Epistenia Westw. and Urolycisca Rom. have been revised

Abdomen (fig. 2g) long narrow. Pronotum somewhat longer than 
wide. Black, blue spots on orbites, anterior part of pronotum and 
posterior laterally, posterior part an lengthwise of notaulices, callus, 
occiput of head, laterally of abdomen, posterior margin of the scu- 
tum, pleurites and coxae with a mixture of blue, green and purpure. 
Basal part of scape blue, posterior part of abdomen blue with tint of 
red. Legs (without coxae) fuscous-reddish brown. Spurs on hind 
tibia short.

Abdomen (fig. 2 h) stout about 1 '/2 times as long as head and thorax 
combined. Pronotum 1 !/» times as long as wide. Black, with a blue- 
green band anterior and posterior of the pronotum, posterior of the 
mesonotum and on callus. Legs reddish brown. Pleurites and coxae 
blue, green and red mixed. Abdomen from half posterior part of the 
5th segment to apex red, shining.

Thorax without pronotum with equal puncture all over. Black, face 
partly, occiput, a broad band anterior and posterior of pronotum, 
posterior of mesonotum, callus. 1—4 segments of the abdomen (fig. 
2 i) laterally green-blue. Legs reddish brown, hind legs fuscous, coxae 
green, blue and red, apically mixed white-yellow. Posterior part of 
the abdomen from apex of the 5th segment golden red, shining. 
Length 9—15 mm.

Thorax with coarse puncture laterally of the pronotum and meso- 
scutum. Head green-blue with a black spot all round ocelli. Prono- 
tum green, with two black spots posteriorly. Mesonotum black with 
a green band posterior. Scutellum black with a green spot in the 
middel and at apex. Propodeum green. Abdomen (fig. 2j) black 
with tint of scarlet on second and third segments, with a green band 
on 4th segment and a golden green spot laterally, 5th segment with a 
golden green spot laterally.

Legs reddish brown, fore coxae reddish 
brown with tint of green, middel and hind coxae reddish brown but 
sometimes all coxae blue-violet-green with only yellow. Puncture 
larger laterally on pronotum and mesothorax. Abdomen (fig. 2 n) 
short.

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green-blue. Praescutum golden red and posterior part of the scutel- 
lum violet-blue. Legs fulvous.

notaulices and posterior part of scutum green. Propodeum green 
with tint of blue and bronze. Abdomen black with a feeble tint 
of blue and copper. Legs with coxae in a mixed blue-green-copper ` 
colour, femur reddish brown, tibia reddish brown with hind tibia 
fuscous, tarsus brown-fuscous. Hairs of the abdomen white at 
the posterior part dark. Forewings very pale yellow with brown 
spots at the base of marginalis and below stigma. Veins brown. 

Head with strong puncture. Ocelli in an equilateral triangle. 
The antenna (fig. 1 t) with the Ist funicle joint four times as long 
as breath, the two last funicle joints quadratic. Thorax with hexa- 
gonale punctures. Propodeum with a median carina and semi- 
circular spiracles. Abdomen very elongate (fig. 10). Fore femora 
and tibia with a lateral tooth (fig. 1 u), hind coxae large laterally 
compressed. Hind tibia has two spurs. Fore wings without spe- 
culum, marginalis shorter than postmarginalis. Stigmalis short. 

Length 18—21 mm. 

Male unknown. 

Material seen: 2 females from Oxford, Hope Department of 
Entomology. The first specimens has two labels, one marked 
“Lycisca Romandi Westwood”, the other one marked “Miers coll". 
I select this specimen as lektotype. The second specimen bear a 
label with the inscription *f" and an other label with the inscrip-

Female. Head (fig. 3 h) with the genal suture somewhat shorter 
than the breath of the eye. Face querwrinkled. Antenna with 1st 
funicle joint four times longer than anellus (fig. 3i), the two last 
funicle segments quadratic. Pronotum as long as mesopraesculum. 
The puncture larger laterally on pronotum. Mesopraescutum with 
uniform puncture, scutellum has the puncture larger. Propodeum 
(fig. 3g) with the median carina only distinct posterior. anterior 
more or less ceased. Abdomen abrupt narrow after 5th segment 
(fig. 3 j). Legs as the same as in L. romandi. Forewings (fig. 3 k) 
with marginalis longer than postmarginalis. 

Black, face with a mixture of green, blue and golden red. An- 
tennae with apice of clava nutbrown. Pronotum with anterior and 
posterior part greenblue, laterally blue-violet. Mesoscutum with a 
green spol before tegulae. Propodeum with violet in the middle 
and green on both sides. Pleurites with a mixture of green, blue, 
violet and golden red. Abdomen at the base black with feeble tint 
of golden red 3rd and 4th segments with green spols. From the 
half posterior part of 5th segment to the apex of abdomen golden 
red with white hairs. Anterior coxae violet, meso- and metacoxae 
blueblack with tint of green, violet and golden red. Fore legs 
fulvous with femur slightly fuscous. Mid legs fulvous with tibia 
somewhat darker distally and tarsus fuscous. Hind legs reddish 
brown, the femur has dorsally at apex an yellowwhite spot, tibia 
and tarsus dark reddish brown. 

Length 8.6—20 mm. 

Male. In colour similar to the female. Abdomen cuneiform 
(fig. 4 n. o). 

Length 8.5—11 mm. 

Material seen: 4 specimens from Hope Department of Entomo- 
logy. Oxford. I select the specimen which bear a blue label marked 
“W” and an another label marked *Lycisca ignicaudata Westw., 
E. F. Riek det. 1955, as lectotype. This specimen I think dr. Riek 
also regarded as lectotype. The specimen bear also a third label 
which has inscription “Para”. The other three specimens are from 
Santarem, Para and Amazonas. 7 specimens from Washington,

females and 1 male from Cavinas Beni, Bolivia, Jan., Mulford 
Bio Expl.

Female. Black, face scarlet with green all round the eyes, Genal 
sutur upper part of clypeus, pronotum anterior and posterior with 
green the latter very narrow. Posterior part of notaulices with a 
green spot, even so posterior part of mesoscutum laterally. Pro- 
podeum violet-black in the middle, callus green. Abdomen (fig. 
2 h) from posterior part of 5th segment to apex golden red, later- 
ally with tint of golden red. Pleurites with green spots. Legs dark 
reddish brown, coxae with mixture of green, violet, blue and red, 
mid- and hind femora apically with yellow spots, fore femora and 
mid- and hind tibia more dark than the rest of the legs. The 
fuscous spots on fore wings large and confluently. 

Genal sutur shorter than the breath of eye. The distance between 
eyes behind ocelli equal to half breath of the eye. The puncture 
of pro- and mesonotum and scutellum equal and moderately. Pro- 
podeum with a weak medial carina. 1st segment of the abdomen 
smooth, 2nd—4th segments punctured and with transverse 
wrinkles. Postmarginalis of the same length as marginalis, stig- 
malis short. The abdomen (fig. 2i) abrupt narrow from apex of 
5th segment. 

Length 9—15 mm. 

Male. Similar to the female. 

Length 9.5 mm.

Female. Face dark bronzy with tint of green, blue, purpure. 
Pronotum of the same colour with green on the anterior and 
posterior part. Mesopraescutum dark bronzy with tint of green, 
blue and purpur, mesoscutum dark bronzy with a glistened green 
posterior part. Scutellum and axillae of the same colour as meso- 
scutum but somewhat darker with tint of golden green, purpur 
and blue. propodeum dark bronzy in the middle, laterally green. 
Abdomen of the same colour but somewhat darker than scutellum. 
From posterior part of 5th (!/1i—!/s of the segment) segment to 
apex scarlet, glistening. Legs without coxae reddish brown, mid- 
and hind tarsus dark reddish brown, knee on hind legs yellow- 
white, all coxae dark bronzy mixed with scarlet. The fuscous spots 
on the fore wings very dull. 

The distance between eyes more than half breadth of the eye. 
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The puncture of pronotum equivalent to mesoprescutum and scu- 
tellum, mesoscutum has coarse puncture. Abdomen (fig. 2 n) as 
long as thorax and head combined. Postmarginalis longer than 
marginalis, stigmalis short. 

Length 8.5—10 mm. 

Male. Similar to female. 

Length 5.5 mm. 

Material seen: 1 female, the type, from Peru, Pachitea-Fluss, 
Staudinger in Zool.

Pro- 
notum blue with tint of violet and green. Mesonotum black with 
the anterior and posterior part blue and veak tint of scarlet. 
Axillae black with a spot of dark blue posteriorly. Scutellum black 
at apex dark blue. Propodeum blue-green, pleurites blue. Ab- 
domen black with tint of scarlet on 1st segment and at apex, 
3rd—5th segments with blue-green spots laterally. 

Antennae black with scape and pedicel violet-blue. 

All legs reddish brown without coxae which are blue with yellow 
apex. 

Forewings with the spots dull. 

The puncture the same as in L. nebulipennis Strand. Head very 
flat and the check large. Fimbriae very few. Abdomen of (fig. 21) 
almost the same shape as L. nebulipennis Strand. 

Length 7—10 mm.

Head green-blue, vertex (all round ocelli) black with 
tint of scarlet. Antennae black, scape and pedicel green. Pro- 
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notum green with two black spots posteriorly. Mesonotum black 
with green on posterior part and laterally. Axillae black at apex 
green. Scutellum black with green spot in the middle and at apex. 
Propodeum green. Abdomen black with tint of scarlet on 2nd and 
3rd segments a transverse green stripe. the 4th segment has a gol- 
den green band and on 5th segment green spots laterally. Legs 
reddish brown, coxae (fore- and mid legs) and femora ventrally 
yellowish, hind legs coxae blue-green at apex yellowish, femora 
yellowish-reddish brown, knee yellow, tibia and tarsus (darker) 
reddish brown without penultimate and ultimate joints of tarsus 
which are brown.

Female. Face golden green the rest of head blue-green. Anten- 
nae black, scape and pedicel violet. Pronotum green—violet- 
blue. Mesoprescutum black, mesoscutum green-blue. Axillae black 
posteriorly blue. Scutellum black on anterior part on posterior 
blue. Propodeum violet-blue in the middle, callus green. Abdomen 
black, 2nd segment has a blue fleck in the middle, 3rd—5th seg- 
ments have green-blue spots laterally, 1st with tint of scarlet and 
apex of the abdomen has tint of blue. Legs reddish brown tibia 
and tarsus somewhat darker. Fore- and mid coxae yellowish- 
reddish brown, hind coxae violet with yellowish apex. Fore wings 
with the spots dull. 

Head with fine, wrinkly puncture in the face. Pronotum short 
equal to the length of the head. Thorax with the most coarse 
puncture on mesoscutum but the mesoprescutum has the finest, 
the puncture of pronotum equal to scutellum. Abdomen (fig. 2 k) 
acute somewhat longer than thorax and head combined. 

Length 9.5—13.5 mm. 
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Male. Similar to female but the legs are more pale and scape 
is yellow at the base. 

Length 5 mm.

Spinola, Mag. Zool., vol. 10, p. 18, 1840 
Type not seen if not lost presumably in Italy. 


In British Museum (Natural History) I have seen 1 specimen 
from Para with a label *sp. of Spinola". It was very similar to 
L. ignicaudata Westw. but the distance between eyes was larger 
than of L. ignicaudata Westw. and the puncture in the face more 
coarse. 

The description is given in extenso: 


“Proportions. Longueur du corps, 4 lignes; de l'abdomen, 2 lignes 1/2. 
— Largeur de la téte, !/s de ligne: du bord antérieur du prothorax, 
1/12 de ligne. 

Formes. J'aurai fort peu de chose à ajouter à ce que j'en ai dit en 
exposant les caractères du genre. Lorsqu'on aura découvert quelque 
autre Diplolepaire, qui semblera mieux placée avec la Lycisca que 
partout ailleurs, on pourra détacher de la description générale tous les 
caractéres de détail qui ne seront plus que spécifiques. En attendant, je 
me bornerai à ne parler que de cette ponctuation, qui est trop universelle 
dans l'ordre des insectes pour ne pas étre une des conditions essentielles 
de leur économie animale. Elle est bien prononcée sur le dos du corselet 
et sur la téte, hors dans l'intérieur de la cavité frontale, ou elle est à 
peine visible. Les points sont de movenne grandeur, ronds et bien dis- 
tincts sur le dos de l'abdomen, la ponctuation est beaucoup plus fine, 
eflacee ou imperceptible prés des bords posterieurs des anneaux: elle 
consiste, prés de leur base, en des points trés rapproches, qui se con- 
fondent souvent ensemble et qui forment alors de petites rides trans- 
versales. Le dessous du corps est ponctué comme le dessus, mais les 
points sont proportionellement moins enfoncés; ceux des pattes sont 
encore moins apparents: on douterait de leur existence, si on n'apercevait 
pas les poils qui sortent à l'ordinarie du fond de chaque point. Les 
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épisternes mésothoraciques sont les seules piëces extérieures qui n'aient 
paru presque lisses; elles sont un peu bombées et trés luisantes. 

Couleurs. Antennes noires. Téte et dos du corselet, d'un beau vert 
bleuátre métallique. Mandibules, vertex, une large bande transversale au 
milieu du prothorax, la piéce médiane du disque du mésothorax, le seg- 
ment scutellaire entier, noirs. Dos de l'abdomen, cuivreux, avec quelques 
reflets dorés aux bords postérieurs des quatre premiers anneaux: dessous 
bronzé; tariére noirátre. Flancs du corselet et du premier anneau de 
l'abdomen, d'un beau vert-bleu métallique. Poitrine vert doré plus clair. 
Pattes testacées. Hanches bleu métallique. Ailes hyalines: deux taches 
nébuleuses et enfumées aux supérieures; la premiére, au point oü le 
radius rejoint le bord antérieur; l'autre, à celui où il émet la branche 
unique qui forme la cellule radiale. Pelage trés fin et et peu serré, blan- 
chátre."

L. westwoodi Guér. 1845 


Guérin, Icon. Régne Anim., vol. 7, Ins., p. 416, 1845. 
Type not seen and the location of the type is not known. 


It is doubtful which genus this species belong to. After a care- 
fully study of the description I am convinced it is best to place this 
species in the genus Epistenia Westw. Later I hope to revise the 
genus Epistenia Westw. and discuss the status of L. westwoodi 
Guerin. 

For the completeness the description is given in extenso:

Philippi, Stett. Ent. Zeit., vol. 32, p. 289, t. 3 f. 3, 1871 (Proglochin m.) 
Synonymous with Lycisca according to Westwood 1874 
Type not seen, presumably lost during the last war. 


It has been inpossible to get any answer from Stettin Museum 
about the type. From the description it seems to me that this 
species is a true Epistenia Westw.

Head semiglobular. Innerorbites elevated (fig. 6 t) with trans- 
verse lamells (cristate), reaching from a level with the ventral edge 
of the eyes to median ocellus. Eyes hairy. Antennae 11-jointed, 
11171, inserted closed to the posterior margin of clypeus. Pedicel 
longer than the first funicle joint. The funicle joints with sensoria 
in 1 line. The ocelli in a equilateral triangle. Mandibles, left and 
right, have 3 teeth. Notaulices complete. Pronotum as long as wide. 
Propodeum short with a strong medial carina. Abdomen (fig. 5) 
very elongate, the second segment triangle-shaped and not seen 
dorsally (fig. 5). Fore femora (fig. 6 u) thick with a distal tooth 
on the ventral side. Marginalis somewhat longer than postmar- 
ginalis, stigmalis short. Hind tibia has two spurs. 

Similar to Lycisca Spin. from which it differs in having cristate 
innerorbites, marginalis longer than postmarginalis and Epistenia 
resembling propodeum (see the key p. 178—179).

deum short with strong median carina, fovea basalis strong, callus 
moderately concave and fimbriae few. Abdomen longer than 
thorax and head combined, the first segment smooth the rest 
coarsely punctate. Fore wings (fig. 5) with marginalis longer than 
postmarginalis, stigmalis very short and the wings without any 
speculum. Tarsal joints with bristles ventrally which are especially 
on metatarsus arranged in two lines.

Inner- 
orbites somewhat produced. Malar space shorter than half breadth 
of the eye. Notaulices complete and distinct. Thorax somewhat 
flattened. Propodeum (fig. 6 v) with spiracle in a sulcus (sulcus 
spiracularis). The first segment of the abdomen smooth. Fore 
wings with postmarginalis as long as marginalis, stigmalis short. 
Hind femora swollen and equal to fore femora. Hind tibia has 
2 spurs. See the key p. 178—179.

Antennae inserted on a level of the 
anterior margin of the eyes. Scape not reaching the medial ocellus.

Pronotum 
shorter than wide. Notaulices complete. Scutellum somewhat flat-

nalis and stigmalis short.

Head (fig. 7 v) semiglobular. Antennae (fig. 7f) 11-jointed, 
11171, inserted near the base of the clypeus, sensoria in lines, 2—3, 
on the joints. Mandibles, left and right, with 3 teeth. Malar space 
as long as half breadth of the eye. Eyes hairy. Pronotum as long 
as wide. Notaulices complete. Propodeum (fig. 7 t) with a median 
carina. Abdomen (fig. 7 n, p) from 4th segment very narrow, the 
second segment triangular and only seen from lateral view. Fore 
femora swollen with a tooth distally on the ventral side. Hind 
femora moderately swollen not equal to fore femora, hind tibia 
with 2 spurs. Fore wings hairy without a speculum, marginalis 
longer than postmarginalis and stigmalis short. 

This genus is in some respect similar to Heydenia Först., but 
Heydenia Fórst. has much longer pronotum and 13-jointed an- 
tennae. It has like Paralycisca gen. n. the second segment of the 
abdomen triangular (see the key p. 178—179).

Black with face scarlet and a transverse band of white hairs 
going from the anterior margin of the eyes over toruli. Antennae 
has funicle joints without the anterior part of the first joint yel- 
lowish red and toruli has the same colour.

Propodeum 
with blue-green all round the spiracles and callus has a tint of red. 
Abdomen with mixed tint of scarlet, green and blue on the second 
and the third segments and apical part of abdomen. the later with 
white hairs. Legs reddish yellow with the clawjoints of middel 
and hind legs and basal part of hind femora ventrally brown. 
Hind coxae in basal part metallic glistening with tint of scarlet. 
Fore wings (fig. 7 o) have a white transverse band before the base 
of the stigmalis and a white spot (which in both cases consist of 
white hairs) just before the convergent of subcostalis and mar- 
ginalis.

Head semiglobular (fig. 7 v). Eyes hairy. Malar space as long 
as half breadth of the eye. The puncture very moderate. Pronotum 
as long as wide. Propodeum (fig. 7 t) with a median carina. Ab- 
domen with the first segment nearly smooth, the segments 2—4 
with puncture equal to thorax, from the 5th segment (fig. 7 n) 
very narrow. Fore wings (fig. 70) with marginalis longer than 
postmarginalis, stigmalis short and stigma small. 

Length 9.5 mm. 

Male unknown. 

Holotype (9) in Hope Department of Entomology. Oxford. The 
specimen has two labels; one label has pale violet colour and the 
inscription “Amazonas Bates 1861", the other one is white and the 
inscription is *E".

Head disklike. Antennae 11-jointed, 11171, inserted at the base 
of the clypeus. Eyes hairy and relatively small. Malar space as 
long as the breadth of the eye.

Pronotum shorter than 
wide. Notaulices complete. Scutellum very convex, pillow-like, 
rounded with posterior margin extended. Propodeum large, with 
median carina, a very little nucha, fimbriae few and spiracles 
round-oval. Fore wings hairy with marginalis of the same length 
as postmarginalis, stigmalis short and stigma large (fig. 8). Spe- 
culum postbasale (fig. 8) narrow. Fore femora similar to Lycisca 
Spin. Hind tibia with 2 spurs.
